Trains in East Generally 


Will be Restored Sunday 


New York, Dec. 12. — Substantial 


restoration of the trains which were 
cancelled recently on account of the 
coal strike was ordered tonight by 
A. T. Hardin, regional director of the 
eastern region, to take effect at mid- 
night on Sunday. The order waa is- 
sued following instructions from Dir- 
ector General Hines that th conser- 
vation order of December 8. might be 
modified as 'conditions warranted. 


Mr. Hardin gave permission for the 


Immediate .operation of second sec- 
tions of existing trains where needed 
to handle traffic, but -special trains 
are still prohibited. Details of train 
resumption on Sunday night will be 
announced by the individual railroads 
affected. The famous Twentieth Cen- 
tury limited will, however, not be in- 
cluded In the additional service. 


Director Hardtn's statement added: 
"A complete restoration cannot be 


announced in all 
districts at 
this 


time, owing to the considerable task 
still ahead of us to advance coal to 
territory still in distress and to re-as- 
semble cars at mines for maximum 
production."

EMMA GOLDMAN 
ASKS FOR SPEEDY 
DEPORTATION 


If Berkman Must Go, 1 
and the Rest Will Go 
With Him," She Say«

Xew York, Dec. 12.— Rather than 


lie separated from Alexander Berk- 
man, 
her companion for years, Emma 


Goldman announced tonight through 
her attorney that she had abandoned 
her legal fight in the supreme court to 
prevent her deportation to Soviet Rus- 
sia with Berkman and some 80 other 
radicals. 


Marry Weinberger, her attorney, in 


a letter to Assistant Attorney General 
Stewart at Washington, asked that 
Miss Goldman's application for a writ 
of error of appeal and release on bail 
be withdrawn. He .said that the re- 
quest was made "in view of the state- 
ments made by your department and 
the commissioner general of immi- 
gration that 
Emma 
Goldman and 


Alexander Berkman, and other Rus- 
sians, will be deported 
within ten 


days to Soviet Russia." 


The letter said Miss Goldman pre- 


ferred jail or deportation "to con- 
tinued- custody on Ellis Island." 


Won't Let Berkman Go Alone. 
The refusal of the supreme court 


to delay Berkman's deportation, the 
attorney said, had also led Miss Gold- 
man to aba-idon'her figh'.. He quoted 
her as sayir.g "if Berkman must go 
I and the rest will go with him " 


Later, a statement was issued by 


Goldman in which she said: 


"I desire to go as soon as possible 


to Soviet Russia and I expect the gov- 
ernment to keep its promise to aeport 
Et-rkman and myself, as we'l as other 
Itussians, within ten days. Citizen- 
sl.ip by naturalization today is no 
protection to any former alien." 


She said that the sudden calling for 


her deportation showed "the hysteria 
of the government officials," and that 
she did not expect that she would be 
given time to arrange 
her' "many 


business and personal faffairs." 


Characterizing the government'* ac- 


tion as like that of "czar of Russia," 
Miss Goldman continued: 


I expect while in Soviet Russia to 


read shortly of American-born citiz- 
ens being deported from America to 
the island of Guam or some other 
colonial possession of America, de- 
spite the constitution 
which guaran- 


tees free speech and a free press."

Tho benefactor declared he would 


do what he could to gain an appren- 
ticeship In eoap making -for 800 Euo. 
Mo factory In Plttabnrgh, however, 
would entertain the Idea of permit- 
ting Boo Kno to use It as a school, 
and finally Mr, Gray turned to Car- 
negie Tech. 


Yes, 
they would teach Soo Kuo to 


make soap, and so It was that each 
night after his labors ot *he day^ were 
flnisled Soo Kuo would go down to 
Oakland and receive Instructions. But 
practical experience was not to be 
had, 
for Um reason that the school 


possessed no soap-making machinery.

A y«ar ago Soo Kno sailed for his 


native land, and aoon glowing ac- 
counts began coming from bin in Can- 
ton regarding the success of his soap- 
Baking factory.

Liberty, having become affiliated dur- 
ing the last part ot his stay here wltb 
the Rast Liberty Presbyterian church, 
where 
he> was known as George 


Young, and these many friends heard 
often asHte his work with the Chris- 
tian achdbl h« had founded la Canton 
and ot hie beloved factory.
